Imi.racU.able for 
chlMren In the east Channel Lake 
rerlon to allend the school, which 
waa situated oo the other side of 
the lake and was at a distance rang- 
Inft from thr.^ to ten miles from the 
homes in the district. They were 
therefore, forced to send their chll' 
drento Antioch to school and paynn 
annual tuition of %%tM per child 
for their edurallon. and. nt the same 
inie. p«y taxes In their own dis- 
trict Without deriving any benefit 
therefrom.

TAKE THE PROFITS OUT OF FARMING

INDUSTRIAL lines sufTer because of inellicient firms, whose 
officers cling to old methods and place goods on the market, 
even at a loaa, to compete with the more el!icient institutions. 
Agriculture, too, has this problem to face. 
We find farmers who fight new methods. 
They retard the pio.spi'rity of other farmers 
by throwing on the market poor quality 
products, frequently produced at a los.^. 

The nature of the banker's business 
places him in a position to help this type of 
farmer as well as the more progressive 
farmer. At the same time the banker can 
assure himself of good loans based on the 
farm as a going concern. 
^^^ L A study of the investments, sources of in- 
■■p^^ ^L come and expenses of the successful farm* 
r ^^k ers in his community will give the banker a 

L ^^^H measuring stick by which to gage the haz- 
^'^^^H ard entailed in furnishing loans to other

ords. In the absence of good records, survey

Because of iU great yields and 
drought resistance, alfalfa is superior 
where it can be successfully grown, 
to either red or alsike clover New 
seedings of alfalfa on favorable soils 
will most frequently live through a 
severe siege of drought when adja- 
cent new seedings of clover may be 



completely killed. Established fields 
of alfalfa will prtnluci- goo<l yields 
when drought is so severe that clover 
and timothy fail. In their first year's 
growth and later, alfalfa roots will 
penetrate the soil more than two and 
three times the depth of clover seed- 
'■il under identical conditions. This 
deeper root growth makes alfalfa a 
much more certain and easier crop to 
grow thihi clover where soil condi- 
tions are favorable. Especially is 
this true on sandy soils where 
drought is a most important factor to 
be contended against. 

The average yields of alfalfa hay 
in Wi&con.'iiM are nearly a ton i)er 
acre more than those of clover. How- 
ever, on the newly cleared lands of 
northern Wisconsin, and other places 
where clover grows luxuriantly and 
is easily and readily established with- 
out using the extra precautions re- 
quired by alfalfa, the clovers are of- 
ten the most desirable crops for hay. 
More High Protein Hay Needed. 
Protein is one of the e^sential con- 
stituent.s of any feed. It takes pro- 
tein to make milk and meat, and it 
lakes feeds high in protein to grow 
healthy, vigorous, young livestock. 
Yet, for the pa.st eight years an aver- 
age of Hi\ per cent, of our tame hay 
land has been devoted to low protein 
mixed hay Uimothy and clover) and 
to timothy hay— still lower in this es- 
sential. 

Wisconsin'.s bay acreage, like many 
other dairy stales, is high in low pro- 



ifin bays and low in high proUin 
hays, such us alfalfa and good clover. 
Only 11 per cent, of the acreage has 
hfcii given to high protein clover and 
only :i per cent, to *lfalfa, which it 
stdl higher in protein and feeding 
value. There is not enough protein 
in mixed hay, timothy and grain crops 
to satisfy the livestock needs. Con- 
seqently. protein is bought in the 
form <if alfalfa hay, shipped at high 
transportation costs from the far 
West, or in the form of mill feeds 
and i.ther concentrated feeds, to bal- 
ance the low protein crops raised on 
(he furm. Hence the enormous feed 
bilbs. With home grown alfalfa, 
these bills can be largely reduced and 
to a great extent the money now sent 
out of the state for 'high priced, high 
protein feeds, may be kept at home. 
Alfalfa Mo.t Efficient Producer of 
Protein. 
The average acre of alfalfa in Wis- 
consin will produce six limes as much 
digestible protein as does timothy; 
four times as much as does mixed 
hay Uimothy and clover) and twice 
as much as does clover alone. Al- 
falfa bay contains nearly as much 
digestible protein as does bran and 
is practically ecfual to it in feeding 
value. It will, therefore, in a large 
degree make pi.ssible the jH-oduction 
of an economical and balanced home 
grown ration on the farm.

Alfalfa makes a much 
quicker start in the spring nnd alKo 
lifter cutting than do Canada thistles 
atitl many other plant pests, which if 
the main H'cret of Its success a« a 
weed eradicator The soil must firsl 
be made very favorable for alfalfa by 
generous applications of lime and 
manure or fertilizers high in phus 
phutes. It ii best to plow the land in 
July or August, or at least as early 
in the fall an possible, so that the 
weeils in;iy be subdued with frequent 
Use of a spring tuoih harrow or disk. 
This shuuld be done espi-clally in case 
quack gru.>(s is also prevalent through 
out Ihe lield. The liine and mniiuri' 
or ferlilizer should be applied in the 
fall on Ihe plowed surface and work- 
ed in by cultivation for controlling 
the Weeds.

Where alfalfa has not been gruwn 
successfully before, either the seed 
or the soil should be inoculated. In- 
oculating cultures can be secured al 
very low cost through your county 
agent or experiment station and may 
be conveniently applied to the seed 
just before sowing. 

Dirt may be collected from about 
the roots uf the successful alfalfa or 
sweet clover plants bearing nodules. 
This soil should be dried slowly, pow- 
dered, and screened in a shady place. 
Then just before seeding moisten the 
alfalfa seed and apply this dirt to the 
seed, using about 12 or 15 puunds of 
the inoculated dirt fur a bushel of the 
alfalfa seed.

Other farm 
crops like grains and grasses lack this 
ability and depend entirely upon the 
soil fur their nitrogen supply. How- 
ever, unless legumes are inoculated 
they are unable to secure nitrogen 
from the air and fall to grow. 

Get the Nurte Crop Off Early. 
Many a good aland of clover and 
sometimes alfalfa, is ruined by sum- 
mer's druught. (Jrasshoppers are 
serious in some years and may eat 
off all the available growth made the 
first season by new seedings of al- 
falfa and v\ovi-r. There is one way 
to ploy fairly safe on harm fruni 
grasshoppers and summer drought 
and that is to sow alfalfa with one 
bushel of eariy ripening grain, such 
as the Kherson (Wis. No. 7) oats or 
pedigree barley. Do not permit this 
grain to ripen but cut it fur hay just 
as it heads out. To mature a good 
crop of oats or other grain requires 
from t)UO tu yoo tons of water which 
the plants will remove from each 
acre. Much of this soil moisture is 
utilized after the grain heads out and 
during maturity. 

By cutting the grain for hay be- 
fore the plants have begun to mature 
seed, an enormous quantity of soil 
moisture is saved and the crowding 
effect of the grain on the alfalfa 
seeding is removed. The alfalfa is 
then given an excellent opportunily 
to make a good growing start and a

FEEDING 
SPRING PIGS 
FOR MARKET 



(By C. M. YesUl, Agricultural Ex- 
periment SlaUon I'urduf

1. Fattening on full feed of grain 
on pasture for early fall market. 

2. Crowing i'n limited feed of 
ftain on pa^iture fallowed by full 
feeding for late fall or winter mar- 
ket. 

The majority of spring pigs are 
marketed in the late fall and early 
winter, a period generally chararter- 
iwd on the hog murket by heav> 
runs and low prices. IHi the other 
band the small end of the crop is 
nitfrketed in late Hummer and earlj 
fall at peak prices, taking one year 
with another 

Why does this condition prevail in 
marketing spring pigs? 

Mow can the farmer take advant 

age of it? 

There are two outstanding reason;' 
why the condition exists. Kirst the 
majority of farms are not adequately 
f-quipped for raising early spring 
pigs, and the large number of iale 
pigs swells the late fall and winter 
market supplies. Second, inferior 
animals, poi>r feeding and misman- 
agement lire contributing causes to 
delays in marketing many of the 
early pigs. 

If the former is to take advantage 
of the situation he must bo equipped 
to raise early farrowed pigs, must use 
good breeding stock and feed well. 
A slip in any one of these essentials 
will surely defeat his aim in obtain- 
ing the high market price. 

It would be folly, however, to even 
suggi-st that every hog miser attempt 
to put his s|>nng pigs on the early 
market. There are factors other 
than those mentioned which must be 
considered in comparing the merits 
of eurly and late marketing of spritig 
pigs. It is the purpose of this bulle- 
tin to consider some of these factors, 
and especially those relating t<i 
methods of feeding. 

The general methods of feeding 
spring pigs for market in the corn 
belt states may be classed as follows: 

1. Fattening on fall feed of grain 
on pasture for early fall market. 

2. Crowing <in lin.ited feed of 
grain on pasture followed b> full 
feeding for late fall or winter mar- 
ket. 

Some advantages of the first 

method; 

(a) Market price of hogs ia usual 
ly higher. 

(b) The spring pigs are out of the 
way before fall litters come. 

Some advantages of the second 



method: 

(a) Maxlm.'.m utilization of for- 
age crops. 

(h) Ut)g» may be used to hancst 
corn or follow cattle. 

These, and perhaps other advant- 
ages are %elf evident but more infor- 
mation relating to gains, feed re- 
quirements, coats, and use of forage 
crops is needed to give a f»ir basis 
for comparing the merits of the two 
methods. 

A series of feeding trials is in pro- 
»fress at this station to secure some 
information nn these questions. 

The results of seven trials which 
have been completed in the series an* 
reported in this bulletin. Three of 
these trials were on clover, three on 
alfalfa and one on rape posture. 
They were conducted in 1020, 1921, 
li*JJ. and \'J-'i. The trials on clover 
and alfalfa were begun after the re- 
iiuivul of a buy cnq) from the pas- 
ture lots. The grain rations used 
were as follows: 

F.ir tlie full feeding method- 
Shelled corn and (Id per cent, protein 
tankage self fell free choice. 

For the limited grain method- 
Shelled corn yS parts and tankage 
5 parts by weight mixed and hand 
fed twice daily in limited quantity 
while on pasture, and shelled corn 
und tankage self fed free choice dur- 
ing the fmisliing period in dry lot. 

March and .\pril pigs which aver- 
■iged 74, C)2, fiS and 70 pounds were 
used in the various trials. They were 
fed to murket weight of 211*. 208. 
221), and 2:JI pounds. The most of 
these pigs were raised on the Experi- 
mental Swine Farm. They were sir- 
ed by Duroc Jersey boars and were 
out of I)uroc Jersey and Poland 
China sows. During the suckling 
period they were self fed a mixed ra- 
tion of HOO pounds corn, 21) pounds 
wheat shorts and 10 pounds tankage, 
und had access to blue grass and tim- 
othy pasture. From weaning time 
until the pigs were started in the ex- 
periment shelled corn, wheat shorts, 
tankage and a mineral mixture coin- 
pt.sed of 10 pounds wood usbes, 10 
pounds Ifi per cent, acid prosphate 
and 1 pound common salt, were fed 
free choice in self feeders. In most 
instances good clover or alfalfa pas- 
ture was used during this period. 
All of the pigs wore weaned at eight 
weeks of age and were in good 
thrifty condition when put into the 
experimental lots.

thereafter as possible, yielded more 
grain than did tl\e later seedings and 
the grain was usually of belter qual- 
ity. 

Spring wheat may be advan- 
tageously used as a substitute for 
winter wheat when weather condi- 
tions in the fall have prevented sow- 
ing the latter. Usually it is grown 
as a subtstitute for oats and follows 
corn. Old corn stalks are infested 
with the fungus which causes wheat 
scab. It is advisable, therefore, eith- 
er to choose another place to sow 
spring wheat or to carefully plow un- 
der the htalks. 

The seed bed may be prepared by 
thoroughly disking and harrowing 
the grounil if spring wheal is sown 
on land which the previous year was 
in some clean cultivated rfl'p such as 
corn or soy beans. A better method, 
however, is to first plow the land and 
then pulverize and compact the soil 
with a disk ant^ harrow. The grain 
may be sown either with a disk drill 
or an end-gate seeder. The disk drill 
is preferable. 

While spring wheat is a cool weath- 
er plant, grown chiefly in the north- 
ern third of the slate, it may also be 
grown with a fair degree of success 
on the fertile, well-drained soils of 
the central section extending south 
to an irregular and indefinite line 
drawn between Edgar and Pike coun- 
ties.

Cand- 
ling a.s near as possible to the source 
of pro.luction will not only save 
transportation charife,'; but will pre- 
vent waste of a valuable food pro- 
duct," 

Federal inspectors have been in- 
structed to be on the watch for in- 
terstate -shipments Iif adulterated 
ejfus. Under the food and drugs act 
eggs which have yolks stuck to the 
shell, mujdy eggs, black spots, mix- 
fd rots, addled eggs, and any other 
eggs that Hie tilthy, decomposed or 
putrid are adulterated. When such 
shipments are found they may be 
Heized and the individuals responsi- 
ble for shipments prosecuted under 
the law. 

Many eggs that are suitable for 
immediate consumption will not 
Btand shipment to distant markets. 
By candling, these eggs iiiny he tak- 
en out and sold for local consump- 
tion, leaving only those that have a 
(f'KMl chance to reach the market in 
edible condition. 

A bulletin on candling eggs tells 
juflt ln-w to distinguish between a 
good egg and one that is likely to 
spoil tn transit. Write to the Bureau 
of Chemistry, Tnited Slates Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Washingtun, I).

Disin- 
fectant.s such as an alrohcd-fiirmalin 
solution are being used with fair suc- 
tew. and eliminate to a great e.\tent 
Ihe large losses previously caused by 
the necessary destruction of all 
combs infected with this disease of 
llie brood of bees. 

The use of the alcohol-formalin 
solution us a disinfectant is a step in 
- aulvance in the control of the dis- 
ease, says the I'nited States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, hut a|)pnrentjy 
there is still room for improvement 
which will eliminate the danger oT 
occasional cases of failure. Kor that 
rea.son. and beiause of the great in- 
terest in the subject, the bee culture 
laboratory .started preliminary work 
early in 11*24 for the purpose of 
making an exhau.stive study of the 
efficiency of various dtsinfeclant.1, 
Including the <ronimercial alcohol-for- 
malin solution us well as wnter-fur- 
mulin scdutions. 



In view of the culture results ob- 
tained, howecvr, a 20 per cent, wdu- 
tuMi of formalin in water was found 
Ihe most Kjitisfailory disinfectant for 
■"terilizing infected combs, with re- 
gard both to germicidal action and 
low cost, provided the pro[ier precau- 
tions are taken. All honey should be 
extracted, nil hn.od cajtpingB shouhl 
be completely removed, and the 
combs should be treatnd at least 
twenty-four hours, or forty-eight 
hours if it is found desirable to ivash 
them in water afler treatment. 

Cure must he taken not only with 
Ihe process of disinfecting combs in- 
fected with American foul-brood, no 
matter what solution or method is 
used, but eijual or greater care must 
be exercised in the treatment of the 
disi'ased colonies thenihelves to 
eliminate (he danger of recurrence 
"f disease fr<.m ttiat source. The 
succi'ssful (Sterilization of the combs 
will otherwise be of little avail.

A discussiun of the resulU of the 

tesl.s compleled to dale has been pub- 
lished in Department Circular 2K4, 
which is now ready for distribution. 
It was hoped that the rc-iulta of the 
investigation by Inboratory methods 
Woul.l form a basis for practical 
work in the apiary. As (he work has 
developed, numerous difficultiei have 
been encountered which inuicate that 
the problem of the perfect steriliwi- 
tion of American foul-brood combs 
is neither sinijpte nor yet fully solv- 
ed. 

The results obtained with various 
dilutions of alcohol and of a alcohol- 
formalin solution us the carrier for 
20 per cent, of their volume of for- 
malin are not sufficiently complete to 
warrant conclusions a.t to their rela- 
tive efficiency. All of these stdutioiiK 
are unsatisfactory, in that they do 
nut completely sterilize all sealed 
celli in 4K hours. A 20 per cent so- 
lution of formalin in wuter, without 
atcohcd, is slightly less efficient than 
the alcoholic solutions in sterilizing 



Bovine tuberculosis is now being 
eradicated from the herds In the 
United States. In some states the 
infection of bovine tuberculosis is 
found in Ifi per cent, of all the cat- 
tle. This is the case in the state of 
New York. Most of the .Southern 
states have les sthan 1 per ci^nt. and 
some have less than one-half of I per 
cent. It will require many miltiona 
"( ilollars, however, to eradicate the 
dLsea-'ie. Some four million dollars 
are being Kpent annually and the 
iv.-rk has just .started.

The average rati* 
for Ohio for the last 15 years has 
been 1:11.5, which is to say, that 
h<.gs have sold by the hundred at a 
i'fice p()ual to the price of ]].b 
bushels of corn. The prices ustid are 
llie farm prices of Ohio corn and of 
fltiio hogs as given by the IJnitad 
■States Crop HeporLing Service. Dur- 
ing this period the ratio varied from 
<i.7 in October, lyiy, |o 20.0 in 
March and April, ]y;!G. In ]»10 the 
ratio wa.s wide, indicating profit in 
pork production. There was a witje 
ratio again in llilfi, in lUL!] and 
ll'l-'ii. and again in \'j2(i. In June, 
ll'25, the ratio was 9.7, by March, 
ly2(;, it had reached 20.0. 

At the present time to relation be- 
tween the price of hogs and corn is 
very fav<.rable to feeding. A study 
jf the figures for a period of years 
allows that it has generally been from 
four to six years from one period of 
Aide margin to anothei. This would 
^eem to indicate that the favorable 
ratio will continue through 1920.

The 
(•onden.Hcd milk companies which for- 
merly did not favor milk from silage 
fed cows, are now advising their pat- 
rons to put U|i silos. 

Great care should be taken, how- 
ever, to prevent the odor of silage 
from contaminating the freshly 
drawn milk which takes up odors 
very quickly. It is best to feed the 
-silage after milking and just what 
will he eaten up clean at that feed. 
The silos should be shut off from the 
barn proper. The idea still held by 
some, that corn silage will destroy 
the teeth and digestive tract of the 
tow and induce such disease as tu- 
berculosis, is erroneous. 



Grub Out Dead Trees 

Midwinter is the best time to grub 
>>ut dead trees in the orchard and 
saw off large dead branches. These 
■should be at once worked up into 
stove Wood. Apple or cherry wood 
makes excellent fuel for the fireplace 
•r kitchen stove. If removed from 
the orchard at this time the hatard 
of their sjireading blister canker or 
borers to the live trees is avoided.

electricity in ogriculture. Turdje 
University, through the Engineerintf 
^^ anil Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
Jg^bS'-'^'''- it* undertaking this important 
I'lMjccl and is assigning workers. 
equipment, and funds in order that 
the best and most helpful infurmu- 
tion may be secured at the earliest 
possible moment. 

I'ublic utilities have encountered 
many dilHcuIties and objections to an 
extensive development of rural elec- 
trii lines. Farmers are in doubt an 
to ihe pructiiability of a more gen- 
•rul u»e of electricity and the obligu 
tion.s they can afford to incur. 

The state experiment stations have 
done but a limited omount of work 
and are unable to answer many ques- 
tions regarding the extent to which 
oleclricity van be used economically 
as u Huurce of light, heat, and powii 
on the farm. 

New Uses of Electricity. 

New uses of electricity on the 
farm are being developed constantly. 
TheMc are being adapted by farjnerti 
who have electric service as soon as 
proven practical by experienuient. 
A comparatively recent use which 
has been developed is that of lighting 
poultry houses to increase winter 



egg production. .Another use still in 
the experimental Hiage is that of 
brooding chicks, using electricity as 
a Source of heat. Considerable ex- 
perimental Work is also being car- 
ried on to determine the value of 
early hatched clucks with ulturviulet 
light to prevent leg weakness. 

The development of electric refri- 
gerators \f< a matter of great interest 
to the farm wife. These niailiincN. 
equipped with automatic controls, 
make possible the malntainance of 
low temperatures for keeping cooked 
foods, milk, eggs, meat, etc. The 
lark c)f proper refrigerator facili- 
ties restricts the most economical 
use of the food supply and it is only 
natural that farm women should feel 
a deep Concern in this comparatively 
new use of electricity. 
Economy of Using Electric Energy. 
The economy of the use of elec- 
tricity in comparison with other 
forms of energy is one about which 
little is known at 'he presetit time- 
It is the answers to this probtem, 
however, which will ultimately de 
terniine to what extent electricity 
may be used on the farm. Some 
uses of electricity on the farm can 
be justified by a matter of satisfac 
tlon alone. The great majority, 
however, cannot be and must he 
made to pay their way. I»ata for 
variiiUB operations such as incuba- 
tion is being secured. The maximum 
nile at which electricity can be used 
for incubation in comparison with 
coal and oil will be estublittlied. Sim- 
ilar data is being secured for other 
uses. 

Source of Electricity. 
The source of electricity naturally 
is one of the problems uppermont 
in the minds of those wanting lu se- 
lure it. Engine drivi-n pIiint.H, wind 
driven plants, small water power 
plants, and rural electric lines sug- 
gest themselves as possible sources 
of current. 

As shown by statistics, over 50 per 
cent, of the farmers using electricity 
on Indiana farms today arc using in- 
dividual plants. The majority of 
these plants are 32-volt, engine 
driven, battery plants. Current is 
used largely for lighting and some 
small nuitor work such as driving n 
washing machine and water pump. 
Besides this type of plant three other 
types 4if plants are maile in which 
the getierator ia driven by an engine. 
A :i2-volt non-bnttery plant, 1 10- 
volt non-battery plant, and UO-voU 
battery plant are also manufactured. 
At the present time the number of 
the plant"! of these types is a very 
small portion of the individual plants 
of the state. 

Wind electric plants using a 32- 
VdH generator and battery may be 
found occasionally in the state. 
Such a plant bus been installed at 
I'urdue University for experimental 



purfioses for more than three years. 
In Mny, P.iti.'i, a new type of wheel 
was installed on the tower. This 
wheel ccfnsista merely of two blades 
which resemble in appearance the 
propellor of an afrnplaiie, 
Coat of Electricity. 
The problems of cost is of prime 
importance and for that reason is re- 
leiving (oiisidernble attention. It 
involves the following factors: 

1. Interest on the investment in 
generating plant and distributing 
circuits. 

2. Depreciation on the above. 
'.I. Maintenance of the hame. 
1. Cost of fuel and supplies. 

r». In the case of the central sta- 
tion, cost of reading meters and cler- 
ical help. 

Adapting Electric Drive to Farra Ma- 
chinery. 

The problem of driving farm ma- 
chinery with electric motors is one 
which ha.s hud considerable influence 
on the slow development of the usi- 
of electric |>ower on the farm. 
Farm machinery, as equipped at the 
present time, except in a very few 
instances is not suited to electric 
drive. The belt .speed of a motor is 
high and that of the equipment to be 
driven relatively low. A wide va- 
riety (»f conditions must be met from 
driving a slow speed corn .shelter to 
a very high speed wood saw. To do 
this with one motor operating at a 
constant spee^l mcan.s that some pro- 
vision must be nuide to reduce the 
driving speed of the motor to that 
demanded by the equi|iment to be 
operated. It is not always pos.'tibli 
to do this simidy by placing a larger 
belt pulley on the driven machine 
but frequently requires that a set 



of gears or counter shaft he used to 
reduce the driving speed. The pos- 
sibility of statidardixing belt speeds 
of various farm machines is being 
con.siderei|, but thiN will not affect 
existing machinery. 

Anitther factor which has a direct 
induence on this problem is the 
power retjuirement of the larger belt 
driven maihinery. Motors reijuired 
to drive a thresher or ensilage cut- 
ter must have a rating of at least 15 
H. 1'. The cost of such motors and 
the rates required for their intermit- 
tent use have tended to discourage 
the u.se of electric jiower for the 
heavier belt work. By developing 
smaller threshing machines, ensilage 
cutters and feed grinders, nuitors of 
Nnniller rating may be used. It will 
then be possible for one man to in- 
cnii«e the amount of work which he 
ciMi <lo hiniseir and thus have to rely 
les.s oil hired labor. 

The problem of getting satisfac- 
tory hired labor on the farm and in 
the home has become increasingly 
diflicult. The use of electricity en- 
uble.-* llie farmer to utilise his time 
more effectively and ehminute the 
need of using so much extra labor. 
The electrically equipped farm and 
home not only help solve the labor 
jTuhlein but niake.s the home more 
satisfying and attractive to the fam 

iiy.

Plan for Success 
With Caponiz- 

ing Operation 

To be successful with capons and 
coponizing, it is absidutely necessary 
to keep the chicks free from vermin. 
Chicks infested by mites will not 
withstand the shock of the operation, 
while a vigorous chick will scarcely 
notice it. 

While ' caponizing may be done 
successfully almost any time of the 
year, Muy and June are the better 
months for it. These, with proper 
care, should make eight or ten-pound 
capons by the h<didBy season. The 
later ones must be kept over till the 
latter part tif the winter or early 
spring. 

The correct weights for caponizing 
depend upon the breed — the Medi- 
teraneuns at about one pound, the 
Americun breeds at from one and 
three quarters to two pounds, the 
Asiatics and English from two and 
a half to three pounds. 

The chicks must be kept without 
feed or water for 24 or 30 hours be- 
fore the operation. This makes the 
operation more successful and is bet- 
ter for the birds.
